In an election that many political 
experts said reflected the anger and disillusion- 
ment of Americans with the Washington es- 
tablishment, voters refused to return many in- 
cumbent Democrats to office. Not a single Re- 
publican member of the United States Senate 
or House was defeated. The Republican Party 
gained control of both houses of Congress for 
the first time in 40 years. Even the speaker of 
the house, Tom Foley, was defeated — some- 
thing that had not happened to the holder of 
that office in more than 1 30 years. 

Last-minute negotiations con- 
ducted by former President Jimmy Carter, Sen. 
Sam Nunn and retired Gen. Colin Powell en- 
abled the U.S. to avoid a bloody invasion of 
Haiti and to restore elected President-in-exile 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide to office. Eventually, 
20,000 troops entered the country to main- 
tain order and to aid in the transition of power 
from the islands military rulers to Aristide. 
The settlement, which allowed the military 
leaders to leave the country, and Carters role 
received mixed reactions back in the U.S. 



The discovery of the bodies of O.J. 
Simpsons ex-wife, Nicole, and her friend, 
Ronald Goldman, and the football legends 
arrest touched off a barrage of media coverage 
that captivated the attention of much of the 
world. The murder trial, which began in Janu- 
ary, was marked by complicated legal maneu- 
vers and expected to last for months. 
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With a knockout punch in the 10th 
round, 45-year-old George Foreman claimed the 
WBA heavyweight boxing title from Michael 
Moorer, making Foreman the oldest man to win 
the championship. 



A massive earthquake devastated the 
city of Kobe, Japan on Jan. 17. The earthquake, 
which measured 7.2 on the Richter scale, left 
nearly 5,000 dead and hundreds of thousands
